Unitarian Minister Search- 


es for Reason for 


Fighting 


In his sermon at the Unitarian 


church Sunday morning, Dr. George 
B Foster searched for an answer to 
this question from an epistle of 
James: 
' 
"Whence come wars?" 
His answer in part was: "Hypo- 


thetical wars, the prospects of fu- 
ture wars, are causes of present 


This answer he deducted from the 


European situation immediately pre- 
ceding the fateful July of 1914:. 
"There was Russia 
denouncing 


access to southern seas that her 
commerce might come and go with- 
out interruption," he said. 
There 


was Germany coveting "a place m 
the sun," insisting on freedom of 
the seas for the expansion of her 
commerce, and access to coaling sta- 
tions. But in times of peace both 
Germany and Eussia had all the ac- 
cess to seas and coaling stations 
that their growing 
commerce de- 


manded- It was the ever dangling 
prospect of a future war that goaded 
them on to their demands. 
The 


world of 1914 was in the grip of o 
vicious circle—War, a Course of 
war." 
Turning from their analysis, Dr. 


Foster examined the apparent course 
of the present war, namely, the as- 
sassination of a duke. 
However, 


did not believe that so minor an 


action could produce so monstrous 
.. phenomenon as this world war. 
Rather he attributed the 
present 


war to the social system and struc- 
ture of our time, whose artificiality 
and lack of equilibrium made possi- 
D!C n world cataclysm. 


•Our present social organization 


is industrial, not militaristic," he 
scid. 
''War is, therefore, an an- 


achronism, a reversion to type, the 
resort to n lower plane of the past 
ii:story of the race. It is a restor- 
ation of the tribal relation, a triumph 
of histo'ric instincts over reason." 


Dr. Foster denied the oft-repeated 


assertion thac the church is being 
wondrously benefited by the 
war.
